Clerk Shorber Made Acting Secretary of 
the Senate---Senate Proceedings---

Morgan Nominated for the Treasury. 
WASHINGTON, October 24.—President Arthur 
sent in the nomination of Edwin D. Morgan, 
of New York, to be Secretary of the Treasury. 
This was the only Cabinet nomination sent in 
to-day. ’ 


Morgan’s Appointment. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, October 24.—The nomination of 
Morgan for Secretary of the Treasury pleases 
the business men, asitendsthe suspense. I¢ 
isacceptable to the anti-ConklingjRepublic- 
ans, who feared the appointmentof a pro- 
Conkling man. The large capitalists and 
speculators are also gratified, as Morgan wil) 
look after the interests of New York. The ex- 
treme Conkling men are alone Gissatisfied. It 
was Mcrgan who brought Arthur into public 


life as his qnartermaster durin 
the war. He is largel intereste 
in the Western Union, and is immensely 
wealthy. He has a residence here and in New- 
port. Hisage,j over seventy, is deemed an 
objection.

Shorber Acting Secretary. 
WASHINGTON, October 24.—The election of 
Shorber as Acting Secretary is satisfactory to 
both sides of the Senate, and many believe it 
is a final disposition of the Seoretaryship un- 
til some changein the political statusof the 
Senate gives one party orthe other a majority. 


Shorber is very competent and has made him- 
self popular as Chief Clerk. He was former- 
ly a member ot Congress from North Carolina. 
If the Republicans next winter can see their 
way clear to getting rid of Gorham and Rid- 
dleberger they will probably undertake to 
elect a Secretary, but there does not now 
seein to be much prospectof getting rid of 
this difficulty at present. Mahone firmly in- 
sists upon sticking to those nominations, while 
Frye, Hale, Harrison and several others are 
said to be positive in declaring they will 
not vote forGorham and Riddleberger. The 
result of the Virginia election next month may 
work some changes in Mahone’s sentiments. 
If he carries Virginia Riddleberger will be his 
candidate for U. 8. Senator and he mtght then 
consent to accept a candidate forjSecretary in - 
stead of Gorham. If Mahoneis beaten in Vir- 
ginia it will hardly be possible for him to 
make another canvass with any sthow 
of success, and then he might consent to aban- 
don Gorham and Riddleberger. At any rate, 
some ofthe Kepubiican leaders in the Senate 
jook to the result of the Virginia election, 
whichever way it may go, to bring about 
Muhone’s consent to new candidates for the 
‘enute offices, and in this hope they were will- 
ing to nuke a Democrat Acting Secretary.

GUITEAU’S INSANITY. 
The Oase Krcely Discussed by a Medi- 
eal Journal. 
New Yorks Special to Cincinnatl Gazette. 

The Medica! Record of this city will pub- 
lish the foiiowiug editorial article to-mor- 
row: 

The coming trixl of Guiteau for the assas- 
sination of the |ate President has cailed upa 
question of great medico-legal interest. The 
pringipal line of uefense to be adopted is 
that the assassin is insane. There is no 
doubt that the American people, with but 
few exceptions, believe him same enough to 
be banged, au! demand his execution. On 
the other hand, there are unquestionably 
many strong reasens for believing Guiteau 
to be of unsound mind. It would be unjust, 
wrong, and, ;ulitically speaking, futile, to 
execute Guite:u if be fs insane, even though 
his yictim was the heid of the nation, for 
responsibility is set aside by mental disease: 
and, furthermore, it has been shown, with 
tolerable certainty, that the fear of execu- 
tion has no deterrent effect upon the crimin- 
al impulses of the weak-minded and insane, 
s0 that the question of Guiteau’s mental 
condition amc responsibility is one that de- 
serves the most serious consideration. 

It is claimed that Guiteau is a monomani- 
ac. Hehastbai form of monomania which 
has been described by German writes as pri- 
mare verruckibeit, and by others as partial 
intellectual insenity. It is a disease in which 
a deluded opinion forms a striking feature, 
though the delusion is not always present, 
while there may be with it some perversions 
of the emotions, or some illusions, simple or 
transformed. 

Writing of the genoral mental condition of 
this class, Spitzka (St. Louis Clinical Record, 
December, 1880) says: 

**The general inteliectual status of these pa- 
tients, though rarely of very high order, is 
moderately fair. The monomaniacis fre- 
quentiy crotchety, irritable and depressed. 
He concludes he is a personage of some ii- 
portance. Some great political movement 
takes place; he throws himself into it, either 
in a fixed character that he has already con- 
structed for himself, or with the vacue idea 
that he is an influential personage. He seeks 
interviews, holds actual conversations with 
the big men of the day, accepts the common 
courtesy shown him by those in office asa 
tribute to his value,is rejected, however, and 
then judges himself to be the victim of jeal- 
ousy or rival cabals,makes intemperate and 
querulent complaints to higher officials, per- 
haps makes violent attacks on them.’’ 

This description shows very well what are 
some of the occasional phases of monomania, 
and this description, thoug’ writtenin 18%), 
corresponds curiously with the actions of 
Guiteau. It must | e remembered, however, 
that actions almost similar may be performed 
by perfectly sanemen. They do not prove 
insasd y, but sre simply @iiable to form a 
pmt or the clinical picture of one form of that 
disease. 


The evidences of Guiteau’s unsound men- 
tal condition are, so far as the facts of his 
history are yet given, as follows: There is 
evidence of an hereditary taint, an uncle and 
two cousins having been insane. Guiteau 
was carefully brought up, well educated, but 
early showed an unbalanced mind. When 
quite young he joined the Oneida Commu- 
nity. ‘Here bis conduct was so peculiar that 
he was, after atime, obligedtoleave. His 
actions showed moral verversities and dis- 
agreeable personal traits, rather than any no- 
table intellectual aberrations. Still, he was 
zemembered on account of his intense con- 
ceit, his eccentricity, and occasional incohe- 
rence. After leaving the community hestud- 
ied and practiced law, but never rose above 
bill coHector. Somewhat later, in writing 
to his relatives, he assumed the title of 
**Hon.,’? and continued to use it despite ex- 

ostulations. Although without credit or 

riends, he formed a scheme for buying out 
the Chicago Tribune, which paper he ex- 
pected he could then conduct. His intense 
and morbid egot'sm was constant'y display- 
ing itself. ittookthe form of a craving for 
notoriety. He attempted the role of leciurer 
and fziled. His Jectures contained a seeming 
delusion, which he defended with incoher- 
evuce, This delusion was that the second 
coming of Christ took place A. D. 70, at the 
time ofthe burning of the Temple. In ad- 
vertising his lecture he had himself announc- 
ed as the ‘*Celebrated Chicago Liwyer,.”’’ 
He delivered one political lecture before a 
co’ored audience during the late Presidential 
campaign. This seems to have been the sole 
service performed. Uponit he built his be- 
lief that he was entitled to the Austrian Min- 
istry, and that failing, the Paris Consulship. 

The frame of mindin which he conceived 
the project of murdering the President does 
notseem to bave been one of malice. He 
acted under the deluded opinion that the 
deed was for the good of the Republican party 
and thenation. This delusion was excited 
and fed, no doubt, by bis extreme egotism 
und craving for public attention. The pur- 
pose of tne assassination once formed, there 
was no doubting or thought of a change af- 
terward. The preparations forthe murder 
were made deliberately, hu after the conse- 
quences were in a decree considered. Since 
the murder Guiteau has shown no evidence 
of remorse, but has developed an intense so- 
licitude for his personal safety. He has 
shown great insensibil#ty to the suffering he 
has caused, and appeared rather proud of 
the sickening distinction achieved. 


The above are the principal facts as yet 


». ~*~ furnished which contribute to the belief in 


the assassin’s insanity. It must be added 
that the general character of the man has been 
extremely bad. Besides being vain ana pre- 
tentious, he has always appeared quite in- 
sensible to shame, and never hesitated to im- 
rtune aggressively for any desired favor. 
e was utterly unreliable, lied, evaded debts 
and earned money by the worst methods of a 
shyster lawyer. He was brutal to his wife 
and immoralin his habits. His manner was 
mean and cringing. His intellectual ability is 
perhaps a litule below the average. : 
With these and other facts that are quite 
_gencrally known, we may be able to form 
some idea as to the side of the border line be- 
tween sanity and insanity on which Guiteau 
is to be placed. Of the factors of an unsound 
mind we can find in Guiteau’s mental history 
more or less evidence of delusion, incoher- 
ence of moral perversion. His morbid egot- 
ism, the homicidal act perforthed without 
malice, and the subsequent development of 
the morbid fear of death, should also be taken 
into account. A more complete history of 
the assassin’s life might bring out otber fac- 
tors. [But at present the evidence is chiefly of 


@ tendency to deluded opinions, proceeding 
-. oftenest from morbid egotism, that must fur- 


nish the test of his inteliectual condition. 
Judged by this test we cannot convince our- 


. selves that Guiteau should be considered pos- 


itively ineane. He is on the border line 
where the eccentricity of weak minds treads 


a insanity. Crichton Brown described a 
. class of persons who stand haift way between 
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, ‘nervous’? onthe other. They con- 
atlents the ‘“orazy circle.”? Guiteau has all 
his life belonged to this class. It will be 
claimed that in his last murderous act he 
showed himself to be unmistakably insane. 
We do not think there is yet evidence enough 
to prove this. It must not be forgotten,* as 
Bucknill and Tuke have said, thata deluded 
opinion upon one subject standing by itself, 
and without hallucination or perversion of 
the emotions or instincts, can rarely be rec- 
ognized as a form of insanity. The delusions 
of Guiteau have not been accompanied by 
such perversions to any marked It 


is worthy of note that 
ities, the uniform story is that nobody 


thought him insane. Indeed, the delusions 
of Guiteau, including his last, can hardly be 
called such if we adopt strict language of 
some others (Guy), who define the delusion as 
| involuntary belief without data or premise. 


The delusion of Guiteau regarding his 
crime. which bad some data,is most widely 
warked off from that ofthe genuine mono- 
maniac, who, for example, believes himself 
the Holy Ghost, and none of bis previous 
quasi delusions had mdicated to acquaint- 
ances anything more than a disagreeabie and 
eccentric character. 

As regards the morbid egotism which form- 
ed a part of Guiteau’s character and so often 
shaped bis actions, this is indeed a common 
symptom in the insane, and in an unbalanced 
meptal condition precedes insanity. But 
neither the morbid egotism nor the conse- 


egree. 


quent delusions necessarily stamp 
the individuad as a lunatic. The 
degree of the one,’ the _  irration- 


alitv of the other, as well asthe accompany- 
ing facts, must be considered. Guiteau’s 
erotism was great, but not phenomenal. His 
delusions were contemptible, but not entirely 
without data. Add to this his feelings,though 
brutal, were not uncontrolable; that he was 
more vicious: than passionate, more coherent 
in deceits thah incoherent in ianguage or 
writing, and we get a picture of a man who 
is vain, brutish, weak-minded and offensive- 
ly eccentric, but not insane. 

Kven supposing, however, some taint of 
insanity were upon this man, it would yet 
remain to be proved that he was not legally 
responsible for his deed. Itis now arecog- 
nized principle that a man may be insane in 
some particulars and yet sane and capable of 
legal and responsible acts in other direc- 
tions. Ifthe man hasadelusion that aper- 
son whom he meets has done him an injury, 
and, acting on the delusion, kills this per- 
son, he is responsible in law. This may not 
be a correct test of responsibility, but itis, 
we believe, the one still generally held, and 
is one indorsed by Elwell in his recent treat- 
ire on medical jurisprudence. 

Now, in the case of the present murder, 
it may be shown that the act was done under 
a kind of delusion, but this wiil not be 
enough. It must be further known that the 
delusion was such that Guiteau did not know 
thenature of the act he 4was doing, or, in 
other words, that he did not know he was do- 
ing Wrong. We suspect this notto be an 
easy thing to demonstrate. Though the as- 
sassin claims his act was for his purty’s good, 
be has nevershown any evidence that he did 
not understand its immorality and heinous- 
ness. It may be thatevidence wig develop 
facts Which will put Guiteau’s mental con- 
dition in a different light, but now it appears 
quite clear that the prisoner’s crime was an 
uctof a vicious nature, congenitally bad and 
erratic perhaps, but made worse by self- 
indulgence and the unchecked promptings of 
supreme egotism. So faras their natural in- 
firinities go, such men deserve pity, but they 
cannot be considered irresponsible. And if 
society must protect itself by taking a life for 
a life, it must in justice briny to account such 
luiscreants as Guiteau. 


English Hop-Pickers. 


From the London Times. 
Every year at this season there comes from 
the midst of the garden of England acry of 
just complaint against a usage which. will 
probably never be corrected or regulated till 
it has produced some frightful disas'er. The 
hop-mcking draws from Londoa and else- 
where an iuvasion reckimed at twenty thou- 
sand and more, who do at theirsweet will no 
smail part of the mischfef usually done by 
lawdess soldiery. ‘These are men, women and 
young people, who work together, live to- 
gether, drink together and sleep together, 
without any of the separation, order or 
decency observed in the lowest stages of 
civilized society. Hop gardens themselves 
are admirably adapted to the game of hide 
and seek. They are equivalent to the woods, 
the groves, and the hangings in which in 
every age the wiidest orgies have been cele- 
brated. The *emplovment itself is 
close and hot. After work the pickers, male 
and female, are herded and packed in barns 
andsheds. As fast as they are paid they fill 
the public houses, ani soon fill the streets 
and lanes of Maidstone and other towns with 
violence, horrible language and helpless in- 
toxication. Im afew davs Maidstone Jail has 
received a hundred additional inmates. Fe- 
vers are generated and spread. There has 
often been a serious mortality. Every hop- 
picker goes home worse than he came. The 
few shillings in pocket are nothing compared 
with the me:eased familiarity with scenes 
of vice and lawlessness. Itdoes not appear 
that there is any serious attempt to 
check the evil. The . hop-growers 
are perfectly satisfied with the 
system. It works admirably in bringing 
them the labor whenit is wanted, without 
any provision or organization, and without 
the trouble and cost of housing and lodging 
and looking after decency and bealth. The 
annual descent ofa legion of angels could 
not serve them better. The publicans, too, 
have every reason to be Satisfied with a crowd 
of customers too thirsty, perhaps already 
too drunk, to discriminate between beer 
and some Villainous substitute. Who is 
there to move? A magistrate writes to savy 
that he and his colleagues have been kept 
sitting day after day, apparently without the 
least hope of mending matters. If these or- 
cles were reported from any other part of 
the civilized world, under a despotic or 
a& supersutious government, we should 
be sure to hear much more 
of them, andthey would be duly set down 
to the national account. As they take place 
only a couple of hours from this’ metropolis, 
and it contributes most of the performers, 
tittle is said. Twenty or thirtv thousand 
people living for weeks in rather worse than 
a state of nature is atrifle to our statesmen 
and philanthropists. The custom has, of 
course, antiquity to plead. It has been going 
on from time immemorial. But that plea is 
now somewhat out of use. The fact of an in- 
stitution being old is now held to prove that 
itis rotten, or at least unsuited to modern 
requirements, Yet, if an oid thing avows it- 
self to be utterly abominable, that may possi- 
wb he held to constitute an exception in its 
avor. 
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Mr. Gladstone’s New Peers.

Mr. Gladstone has made six new peers. 
The Marquis of Tweeddale, Lord Howth and 
Lord Keay, formerly Baron McKay, of Hol- 
land, have received British titles, with seats 
in the House of Lords: while Sir Harcourt- 
Johnstone has been made Baron Derwent 
Sir Henry Tufton Baron Hothfield and Sir 
Dudley Coutts Majoribanks Baron Tweed- 
mouth. It must be melancholy work for a 
Liberal Premier this making of peers.

A Man Holds a Table in His Teeth While 
Two Others Danee on It. 
rom Scribner’s Journal. 


In 1871 “honsteut Gregorie,’? claiming to 
be seventy-one years old, nightly astonished 
the good folks of Herefoot by carrying seven 
hundred weight with the greatest ease, and 

erforming certain other extraordinary feats. 
For all that, he was one of the quietest men, 
and simple as a child, living in constant dread 
lest he should be provoked into using his 
strength unprofessionally, and afraid to 
nurse his own baby lest he should giveit a 
fatal squeeze. 

Joseph Pospischilli was wont to amuse 
the Hungarian public by holding a table in 
the air by his hands and_ teeth while a couple 
of gypsies danced upon it to a third’s fiddling. 
He and one of his brothers would bear upon 

“their shoulders a sort of wooden bridge while 
a cart full of stones drawn by two horses 
was driven over it. Falling into evil ways, 
Joseph was imprisoned in the fortress of 
Ofen, and one day volunteered to give the 
prison inspectors a specimen of his abilities, 
and, permission being accorded, he so arrang- 


ed the Governor’s heavy mahogony 
tuble as to hold it suspended with 
bis teeth for nearly ‘half a minute. 


Joignery, a French professional avrobat, 
lately peeforming at a [Berlin theater, exe- 
cuted the following extraordinary feat: As 
he swung head downward from a trapeze to 
which his ankles were fixed, a horse covered 
with gay trappings and begirt with a broad 
leather sursingle baving two strong loops 
attached to it, and mounted bya full-grown 
man, was brought on the central stage, above 
which Joignerv bung suspended. Seizing the 
loops with his hands, the Frenchman, by 
sheer muscular strength, lifted horse and 
rider some inches off the stage, sustained 
their combined weicht in the air for some 
seconds, and then let them down again 
as evenly and slowly as he had ra‘sed 
them. Mr. Stanley tells us that Simba, Chief 
Overseer of Amu bin O3man’s Caravan, stand- 
ing six feet five inches barefooted, and 
measurivg thirty-two inches from shoulder 
to shoulder, could toss an ordinary sized man 
ten feet into the air and catch himinhis de- 
scent. He would take one of the large white 
Moscat donkeys by the ears, and with a sud- 
cen movement of his right foot laythe sur- 
prised ass on its back; carrying a three-year- 
old bullock on bis back half way round his 
master’s plantation; and once actually bore 
twelve men on his back, shoulders and chest, 
round Osman’s house, to the intense wonder 
of alarge crowd of applauding spectators. 
Aman of great strength was William Joy, 
known in his day as **the English Samson.’? 
Ile was a native of Kent, having been born 
near Ramsgate in 1675. From an early period 
of his life he displayed remarkable strength 
and dexterity for his years,and when 24 years 
of age he began publicly to exhibit his aston- 
ishing feats. Among other of Joy’s per- 
formances, he is saidto have been able to 
retain and keep in place a strong horse, 
urged by whip to escape his powerful rein, 
solely by the check of his pull, without 
any stay or support whatever. Aided by a 
strong leathern girdle or belt, and supporting 
himself by pressing his arms ona railing, he 
could lift from the ground a stone said to be a 
ton-weight. Healso broke asunder a rope 
fastened to a wail which had previously borne 
more than aton and a half weight without 
hreaking. Notwithstanding his great 
strength, be was possessed of singularly 
agise and flexible joints, many wonderful 
stories being told of his feats in this respect— 
such as placing a glass of wine onthe sole of 
tis foot, which he could twist around with 
his hands and convey in this way to his mouth 
Without spilling. 
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A Corner in Cocoanuts. 
From the New York Sun. 

The memory of the oldest cocoanut impor- 
ter runs not back to the time when cocoanuts 
brought so high a price throughout the coun- 
trv as they do now. Those from Paracoa and 
Montego Bay bring $40 a thousand, The 
Haracoa nuts constitute neariv thirty per 
cent of ail cocoanuts brought to this market. 
Our supply last vear from all quarters was 
10,031,980 nuts. The Baracoa nuts stand in 
the same relation tothe San Blas cocoanuts 
that the clingstone does to the freestone 
peach. The meat ofthe San Blas nut peels 
easily fromtherind. The San Blas and the 
San Andreas nuts are snapped up now at $75 
a thousand, while six months ago they were 
sold for $40 a thousand, making the advance 
nearly one hundred per cent. 

‘The causes of the high price of these 
nuts,’’ a large importer and consumer said, 
‘fare two. On one hand, the supply is short, 
and, onthe other, the consumption is almost 
double what it was last year. As to the sup- 
ply, it has not been equal to the demand for 
In the island of Jamaica last 
year, you remember, there was a great storm. 
The cocoanut trees were destroyed, and it 
wil) be five years before we can get nuts from 
Jamaica; but then, they only send us a mil- 
lion nuts a year out of the millions handled 
in this country. In other quarters there has 
been a blight onthe nuts that affected their 
crowth. 

“The main cause of the high rates, however, 
is the increased consumption. We are grind- 
ing and shipping prepared cocoanut to Euro- 
pean countries, especially to Germany, in vast 
quantities. The trade has sprumg up within 
ayear, and the ground cocoanut is used 
mostly for cooking purposes. The demand is 
to be steady, I’ve no doubt, and therefore 
is net likely that cocoanuts will ever be so 
cheap in New York as they have been. Even 
us late as last year there was very little to be 
made in sending vessels south for cocoanuts 
because any old tub that could be pressed 
into the business had to do duty in bringing 
nuts to market. Consequeatly the supply 
was greater than the demand, and the trading 
ships went into better-paying busigess.”’ 

‘*Will there be a corner in cocoanuts?” 

“Well, hardly,’? was the dealer’s reply. 
“We can’t tell when any old tub will sail in 
here full to the gunwale with cocoanuts. 
Not that one vessel would make so much 
difference with the market; but you see, they 
would keep right on coming. And yet we 
cannot tell What may happen, because great 
consumers, the desiccated cocoanut men, 
usually buy ahead several months, buy for 
delivery, and their rates are low. Some ofthe 
prominent importers who have agreed to de- 
liver this or next month at $40 or $50 a thou- 
sand for choice nuts will get nipped—that is, 
they will lose many thousand Zelhere. But 
as to the corner, it wouldn’t be easy for the 
consumers to combine to hold their nuts.’’

Gambetta’s Family.

Gambetta has not many relations, and he 
was brought up, it should be remembered, 
among the kindred of his mother, whoisa 
native of Montauban, in France. er esti- 
mable sister, Mile. Massabie, kept bouse for 
bim in the most glorious part of his career 
which was from 1871 to 1876. Inthat period 
he fought a good fight against the Reaction- 
ists at Versailles,and was the great organ 


tbrough which democratic enthusiasm 
uttered what it felt. Poor Mile. 
Massabie was an honest and warm- 
hearted old woman. All her senti- 


ments were deep and strong, and she was en- 
tirely without false pride or pretension of 
anysort. On one of the happiest days of her 
life she was felled by paralysis. It was atthe 
second wedding of her niece, Gambetta’s 
only sister. Her nephew,a few weeks pre- 
viously, had shared with Thiers the honors of 
Grand Kiector of France. The first Chamber 
under the existing Constitation had been 
elected. It wes the one which MacMahon 
dissolvedin 1877. From her I understand 
that Joseph Gumbetta wasa selfish, mean- 
spirited tradesman. Henever spoke about 
his'own relations to his wife until he went 
to Nice, where he fell in again with a broth- 
er in fairly prosperous circumstances. Gam- 
betta incidentally omce mentioned to mea 
first cousin of his, of his name, who was a 
lawyer at Genoa and Wasalniost a fanatical 
disciple of Mazzini. The great orator has 
obtained for bis brother-in-law a place in the 
receipt of customs in Paris, which brings 
him a salary of $6,000 a year, and gives hima 
right to free lodgings, gas light and fire wood 
in the wing ofthe Louvr2 set apart forthe 
Minister of Finances and his staff. With 
these bandsome emo!uments there is the 
hope of speedy promotion. 


French and German Animosity.

The existence of had feeling between the 
French and German guests of the nation 
which came to light whenthe party arrived 
in Yorktown, and which it was thought the 
pacificatory dinner given by Gen. Hancock 
had healed, was to-day brought to light 
again in a very novel way.

Soon a 
score of negro men, Women and children 
were floundering about in the river, ard 
diving to the buttom after more. The Ger- 
mans them joined in the pas ime, and vied 
with the French in throwing money to the 
pier. A. German threw «a dollar goldpiece. 
Then fhe Frenchmen, not to be outdone, 
threw a gold quarter-eagle. Lach side then 
endeavored to outdo the otherin generosity. 
Their silver and small go'd-picces being ex- 
pended, greenbacks were used. The crowd 
of negroes meantime increvsed, until a verv 
lively scene was presented. The French and 
Germans gesticulaied wildly, growing more 
and more excited, and showed more and 
more feeling in their efforts to outdo the 
other. Itis difficult to estimate how much 
money would have been expended in this way 
had not the Committee on Reception arrived, 
and the parties gotinthe hacks. They, how- 
ever, have kept severely apart all day.

RIVER IMPROVEMENTS. 


Letter From Prof. Waterhouse to the Sec- 
retary of the Convention, 

The following letter from Prof... Waterhouse 
has been received by Secretary Wiizht of the 
River Convention: 

WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY, October 20, 1881. 
Geo. L. Wright, Esq., Corresponding Secieé+ 

tary: 

DEAR SIR—Permit me to avail myself of your 
fiiendly offices to express to the Executive 
Comm ittee of the Mississippi River Improve- 
ment Convention my cordial thanks tor their 
invitation to attend the sessions of the coaven- 
tion as one of its honorary guests. 

It will afford me great pleasure in the inter- 
vals of professional duty to attend the delib- 
erations of the convention. 

Theimprovement of the Mississippi River is 
a subject that engeged my actent:onin early 
manhood. The lapse of years has only 

strengthened my interest. The success of this 
great work, which the united energies of the 
West will soon achieve, will fuil, requite me 
for all my humble contributions of tuought aud 
service. 

The irrefutab:.e logic of statistics has demon- 

strated the public character and utility of the 
proposed improvement of the Mississippi. But 
the completion of the work will be long de- 
ferred unless our Congressmen are imbued 
with a breath of patriotism that will forego all 
minor interests for the attainment of a nation- 
al benefit. Constituencies intelligently recog: 
nizing the factthat the improvement of the 
Mississippi will inevitably lead to 
theimprovemént of its affluents ought tore- 
Jinquish all local claims until the consumma- 
tion of the main work. Their temporary self- 
denial would be rewa' ded by an earlier accom- 
li-hment of sectfonal improvements. Under 
the present system the labor expended 
upon the smaller- streams is pruacti- 
Cully useless. The insignificance of the 
appropriations retards all. «@ective progress, 
and the slight improvements, insecurein con- 
sequence of their incompieteness, are apt to be 
destroyed before another appropriation per- 
mitsa resumptionofthework. Thechampions 
of localimprovements wou'la soonest accom- 
plish their own objects by first deepening the 
channel of the Mississippi. After all obstacles 
to navigation have been removed from the 
great central stream, the Government could 
well afford to lavish larger sums upon the ium- 
provement of the tributaries. 

Civil en: ineering. using the forces 
of na ure ard the resources 
of art, is fu.dy able to provide. un unobstructed 
navigat on ofthe Mississippi. The publi: mind 
is impressed with the paramount importance 
of the undeitaking. All thatis requisite for 
the early sonsuinmation of the movement 
is an inteliigens, energetic co- 
operation of ite friends. Desiring that the 
deliberations of vour convention may result in 
the speedy realization of ourcommon hopes,! 
am,witha renewal of my acknowledgments to 
the Executive Committee forits distinguished 
courtesy, and with kind regards to yourself,

TELEGRAPH WAR. 


The Western Union Already Bull- 
dozing the Mutual Union 
and B. & O. Companies. 


A Lively Fight Sure to be Inaugurated 
When the Two New Lines 
Are in Operation. 


The people of St. Louis who object to un- 
sightly telegraph poles can make up their 
minds to be considerably annoyed in the 
near future. Two new companies 


are preparing to swoon down upon the town, 
and will scon be present in tull force. The 
one most generally knownis the Mutual Union, 
of which Mr. Jeuhn Evans, of New York, 13 
president. The second is the Baltimore and 
Ohio, under control of the railroad company 
of the same name, 

Both these companies are working hard to 
get into running order, and the Mutual Union 
had its subscriptions negotiated througno 
brokers last week. This ccmpany has opened 
an cflice at 207 North Third street. Christopher 
Dovgherty, who isto be Western manager 
ot the company, is in charge of the office. The 
Baltimore and Ohio Compuny have not yet se- 
cured an oflice, a fact partly dueto the mach- 
inations of the We tern Union, which is figue- 
ing the new companies very bitterly, as wiil be 
seen from statements peulished further on. 

Mr. Wm. Multord will be the manager ot the 
B. & O. at this point. He was engaged to day 
in the search tora suitable building, and he 
hopes to be permanently settled befure long. 
Mr. Multord is well known among yg 
men, having been the manager of the A. &P. 
at Memphis, Tenn. 

He bad about settled to secure a large build- 
ing on the west side of Third street, vetween 
Pine end Chestnut streets, but found himself 
suddenly forestalled. The Western Unian had 
rented the house, for what purpose is not 
known, and the B. & O. Company were left 
out in the cold. The first real clash 
with tne Western Union occurred at the South- 
era Hotel. The hotel has already allotted 
space to both the new companies. It isin- 
tended that they should Jocate just alongside 
the present telegraph oftice, and they were 
preparing to do so when the Western Union 
came to the front and threatened to withdraw 
its wires from the houses immediately 
if any such privilege was rranted. 
It appears that Col. Clowrey, General Su- 
perintenvent of the Western Union, was down 
trom Chicago a couple of weeks ago, and in 
conversation with Manager Bates, of the 
Southern the latter nade some timely sug- 
gestions.

A Post-Dispatch Reporter Views 
the Everett Performance. 


Not From the Auditorium, But 


From the Top of the Stage. 


flow the People at the Opera-House Last 
Night Were Mystifled. 


Nellie Everett, the ‘‘wonderful young me. 
dium,’’ had an audience that filled the Grand 
Opera-house last night. It was noisy and 
demonstrative to a degree of hogdlumism that 
one scarely expected to find in 4 firsu-¢)ass 


probably owing ¢Q the uproar that the andience 


been led to believe was herself going to givethe 
exhibition, assisted by ‘three ofthe best ma- 
terializers in the world.’’ 

Instead of this, however, there was but little 
seen of Miss Everett’s phenomenal powers- 
She was on the stage the whole time and was 
founda to be an intelligent and pleasant little 
laay aressed in black with few gold ornaments. 
Still, he merely assisted in everything except 
the ‘‘secondisight’’ test, in which, while blind. 
folded, she named about one hundred odd 


articles handed to Prof. Everett by people in 
the audience. This was a wonderful display of 
mnemonic ability, as Miss Everett was obliged 


to 1emember not only the arrange nent 
of every question put to her bs! 
kos ~=sorother, the Profazsor, but also 


its inflection or thetone in which it 1s asked. 
The questions included some widely divergent 
articles and extended from a common pin 
ellthe way up toa Bolivian coin, of which 
Miss Everett vave the value and the date. The 
test was really a wonderful one, and higily 
successful, and the aucience justly applau ied 
it generously. Butthbis was all Miss Everett 
bad to do with the show as principal. The 
rest of the performance was given by her 
brother in an equally wondertul and successful 
manner. 

Before beginning the show Prof. Everett 
made a little speech, saving that the audience 
had paid their money «und might take their 
choice in calling whatthey were about to see 
spiritualism, Davenportism, Everettism or 
rheumatism. He was yoing to give them a 
showin three parts—first, cabinet perform- 
ance; second, the ‘‘second sight’’ test; third, 
a dark seance with spirit manifestations. He 
wouldn’t say how anything was to be done, 
and those who had no theories about it 

MIGHT REMAIN MYSTIFIED 
or go home feeling that they had got their 
mroney’s worth of humbug at least. 

The stage was very simply sect. An ordinary 
cabinet with a red screen in front occupied the 
upper centerof adrauwing-room scene, anda 
table and chair. To the right were some ropes. 
wire helmet, wire arm coverings, a Dell 
and tambourine. 

Two respectable citizens being called for, Jus- 
tice John M. Young and another bald - headed 
gentleman stepped upon the stage. Uninvited 
a PostT-DISPATCH reporter added himself to 
the committee, and selected for his look-out 
place the rigeing loft, fortyfeet above the 
stage level and with the line of seat running 
right down into the cabinet, which was open 
atthetop. He had selected this position in 
accordance with a saying of the good book, 
quoted during the evening by Justice Young, 
to the effect that ‘‘more light comes from 
above than below.’’ Shortly after 5 o'clock 
Prof. Everett drew back the red curtain of the 
cabinet, and, having had his handstied witha 
stout cord, Satin achairinthe middie of tne 
cabinet end allowed his féet to be tied and his 
bands fastened to the back of thechuir. A 
tambourme was placed in-ide the cxbines, the 
curtain was drawh across by Sliss Nellic, and 
the cominittee onthe staure awaited while the 
comimitice in the rigeing toit watched the de 
velopments. The Professor, whea alone, bya 
Simple ‘‘twist ef ihe wrist’’ freed his hunds 
frourthe 1opes ani inmnedintely began bange- 
ing away with thetambeurine which Miss Ne:- 
jie had requested the spirit to plav.

When the cabinet was closed 
the ‘‘medium’’ got his left arm easily 
out of the casement, and rang 
n bell and rattled a tainbourine 
The arm went back intothe wire sleeve. just 
as earily, and when the cabinet was opened 
the ‘*m.dium’’ seems d to be stil] imprisoned 
Then the spirits freedhim. He simply released 
his lett arm, as at first, and then wormed bia- 
self out of tie rest of the veuring. 

The ‘*second sivht’’ slready alluded to wis 
cleverly indulged by Misa Nellie, after which 
came the dark seance. All the liyhts on the 
stage and in the theater were turned ont. The 
place was in total da kness. Prof. Everett 
on the stave, had ai small and peculiar 
bull’s-eve lantern which heu-ed sparingly. The 
test was to materialize » spirit and to cause 
musical instruments to float and play throu rhy 
the air. The advertisement said a piano wonld 
be wefted over the beads of the anaience. The 
nearest approach to anything like a plano was 
a tambourine. Two tambourines plastered with 
phosphorus bad been placed on the stage down 
towards the front, and these and others were 
used in the secance. They did not float out over 
the audience,but their reflections from French 
looking glasses were seen in al) parts of the 
darkened house, In the meantime the Pro. 
fessorand Mirs Everett, who had come down 
the stove, covered with a white sheet, were 
hammering away at their tambourines,

ONE AT THE MORGUE.

Point of Death. 


—— 


Mahoney, the Murderer, Arrested. 


Tim Moran’s body is stretched on a marble 
slab at the Morgue to-day. Edward Hardy 
lies at the point of death in a ward at the City 
Ilospitalswith a bullet hole through his left 
lung, and John Mahoney oceupies a cell inthe 
Central District holdover awaiting the result 
of the Coroner's investigation of Moran’s 
death, for which jhe is now held ‘responsible. 
About s o'clock yesterday morning these three 
men mét at Ninth and Walnut streets, where a 


disturbance resulted in Hardy and 
Moran receiving fatal pistol! wounds 
at the bands of Manoney. 


Mahonev wa@s arreste’ yesterday morning by 
Ofticer Hamilton a tew minutes after his vie 

tims were taken tothe City [lospital, where 
Moran died shortly before noon yesterday. 
The stories of the tatal affray differ widely. 
Mahoney nade the following statement: ‘'‘! 
was ataratiie forthe benefit of Mrs. Haley, at 
No. J08 South Ninth street. A shawi was stol 

en end Tim Moran accused Bill Gooley of the 


theft. The crowd wenttothe saioon, corner 
Ninth and Walnut streets, where I treated 
severaltimes. When I sturted home IL saw 
two men Waiting forme. Ithinkthcy stepped 
out from bebind @ wagon that stood 
at the noltheast corer. One of 
them caungzlt me from behind und the 
other attempted totake hold of me, whenl 
took the piste] from my pants pocket and 


pointing it back of me fired. I then fired at the 
man infront of me and once atthe manbehind] 
me. Ldidnot Know the men then. I knev’ 
Moran welland would not have shot himif ji 
recogrized him. I thought thev intendedt > 
rob ine. Lranthrough anhatlway into ahous , 
where I vas arrested. 1 did not try towge> 
away but aid not wantto be arrested yester- 
day. asl had some pusiness to do. IT am nu 
engineer employcd bythe Bridge Company.’ 
Yesterday Mahoney was tuken to the Citv 
Hospital, where Hardy identified him asthe 
manwho did the shooting, Hardy said he 
thought Muhoney had a gru:ge azaiust Moran, 
for he tried 1.6 shout him in the saloon, but he, 
Hiardy, prevented him. When they reached 
Ninth and Walnut streets Mahoney, Hardy 
said, drew his revolver to shoot Moran, when 
he interfered and said, ‘‘Don'’t do that.’’ Ma- 
renes turtiéd &id slot Harcy first and then 
Moran. Mahoney asked Ilatdy several ques- 
tions that the wounded man did not answer. 
s Nonew facts developed to-dayin the fatal 
shooting affray that occurred at Ninth and 
Wahiut streets yesterday morning. The Cor- 
oner has already taken Hardy’s statement in 
which he positively identifies Mahoney as the 
man who fired the shots and testifies to facts 


that make out a case of double 
murderin the event of the wounded man’~ 
death. The witnesses could not be secured 


to day, and the Coroner’sinquest was conse: 
quently postponed until to-morrow. G:0. 
Johnson, Mahoney’s attorney, had an inter- 
view with the prisoner and is satisfied with 
the statement of the facts made 
bv his client. At noon to-day Hardy was still 
alive atthe City Hospital, but was sinking 
rapidly. The physicians have no hope tor 
hie recovery. 

This morning Bill Gooley, the man who 
knocked Moran down at Mrs Haley’s durixg 
the altercation which resulted from the theft 
of the shawl, was arraigned before Judge Jecko 
in the First Distsict Police Court on charges of 
disturbing the peace and resisting an officer. 
He was arrested last night by Officers O’Mal- 
ley, Toone and Mckennan at Ninth and Market 
streets. Ile pleaded guilty to each charge, 
and was fined $20.
